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MARKET  REVIEW 

At  the  expiration  of  the  Taft-Hartley  injunction  period  on  Febru- 
ary 12,  longshoremen  at  ports  North  of  Hatteras  went  out  on  strike. 
On  February  17,  the  terms  of  a  master  contract  were  finally 
agreed  on  which  brought  to  §ji  end  the  long  negotations  between 
representatives  of  the  union  and  employers.    I^ocal  issues  at 
Baltimore  and  Norfolk  delayed  the  opening  of  strike  bound  ports. 
After  diflerences  were  resolved  at  those  ports  longshoremen 
returned  to  work  at  all  ports  on  February  23.    Dockworkers  at 
all  Atlantic  and  Gulf  ports  South  of  Hatteras  had  signdti  an  agree- 
ment with  employers  on  January  30. 

Despite  the  possibility  of  port  strikes,  this  years  distribution 
through  February  9  has  been  below  that  of  the  previous  two  years. 
The  reports  of  deliveries  by  states  during  1956  indicate  that  there 
was  little  build-up  of  stocks  by  users  in  the  New  England  and 
Middle  Atlantic  regions  as  compared  with  other  regions  and  a  pro- 
longed strike  could  have  seriously  affected  their  supply  of  sugar. 

Raw  sugar  prices  from  February  1  through  15  averaged  6.09 
cents  per  pound  duty  paid  at  New  York  or  3.01  cents  below  the 
price  of  refined  sugar  in  the  Northeast.    The  increased  spread 
between  raw  and  refined  prices  is  reported  to  have  discouraged 
buying  of  refined  sugar  by  users  on  the  eastern  seaboard. 

In  the  Chicago- West  territory  refined  sugar  prices  have  eased. 
The  signing  of  a  contract  with  Gulf  longshoremen  contributed  to 
this  development.    While  cane  quoted  prices  continued  at  8.85 
cents  ajid  beet  at  8.65  cents,  orders  were  taken  beginning  Febru- 
ary 1  on  a  day  to  day  basis  at  .  1  5  cent  under  the  quotation. 
Effective  with  the  opening  of  business  February  6,  an  additional 
.10  cent  allowance  was  made  in  most  of  Illinois,  Southern  Wis- 
consin, and  St.  Liouis,  Missouri.    Freight  prepays  were  also 
reduced  about  .06  cent  to  those  destinations.    Refined  prices  were 
unchanged  in  other  territories. 

Between  mid- January  and  mid-February,  the  spot  price  of  world 
raw  sugar,  f.a.s.  Cuba,  fluctuated  widely  from  a  high  of  6.37 
cents  per  pound  on  January  15  to  a  low  of  5.00  cents  on  Febru- 
ary 4  and  up  again  to  6.  10  cents  on  February  14  and  5.95  cents 
on  February  15.    The  volume  of  futures  trading  in  world  contracts 
continued  at  the  very  lively  average  rate  of  1,  169  lots  a  day 
(58,450  long  tons)  during  that  period.

Specific  news  items  regarding  sugar  production  and  availability 
were  sometimes  bullish  and  sometimes  bearish  in  nature.  Cuban 
sugar  production  through  January  31  amounted  to  374,000  metric 
tons  compared  to  only  169,000  tons  produced  through  January  31, 
1956.    It  should  be  borne  in  mind,  however,  that  the  present  Cuban 
campaign  started  much  earlier  than  the  1956  campaign.  Rainfall 
in  December  1956  for  Cuba  as  a  whole  averaged  1.15  inches  cind 
was  the  heaviest  since  1950.    Particularly  heavy  rainfall  (2.13 
inches)  was  reported  for  Las  Villas  Province.    In  November,  un- 
usually heavy  rainfall  had  been  reported  for  Oriente  Province 
(5.32  inches).    These  two  provinces  produce  about  one-half  of  the 
entire  Cuban  sugar  crop. 

Brazilian  sugar  stocks  at  the  end  of  November  amounted  to  548,000 
metric  tons,  commercial  weight,  according  to  the  most  recent  re- 
lease of  the  Brazilian  Sugar  and  Alcohol  Institute.    The  Institute 
estimates  that  production  from  December  1956  through  May  1957 
will  amount  to  742,000  tons.    Consumption  during  the  period 
December  1955  through  May  1956  was  865,000  tons.    However,  be- 
cause of  abnormally  low  stocks  following  the  heavy  export  program 
in  1955,  consumption  was  depressed.    Considering  this  and  popu- 
lation growth,  consumption  during  the  current  December  to  May 
season  may  exceed  that  of  the  same  period  last  year  by  10  to  15 
percent  and  may  thus  range  between  950,000  and  1,000,000  tons. 
Using  975,000  tons,  this  would  mean  that  consumption  during  the 
half  year  would  be  233,000  tons  in  excess  of  production.  This 
would  reduce  stocks  to  315,000  tons,  as  of  the  end  of  May.  June, 
the  first  month  of  Brazil's  crop  year,  is  still  a  deficit  month  with 
consumption  about  50,000  tons  in  excess  of  production.  Stocks 
reach  their  lowest  level  at  the  end  of  June.    Last  year,  they  de- 
clined to  106,000  tons;  but  in  preceding  years  they  did  not  drop 
below  146,000  tons.    With  end  of  June  stocks  at  this  level,  119,000 
metric  tons,  commercial  weight  (129,000  m.t.r.v.)  might  be 
available  for  export.    Since  the  heavy  production  season  does  not 
get  xinderway  before  late  in  August,  new  crop  sugar  cannot  be  ex- 
pected on  the  world  market  before  September. 

Recent  official  Polish  statements  about  the  extent  of  Poland's  beet 
crop  disaster  confirm  that  the  East  European  countries  will  have 
little,  if  any,  sugar  available  for  net  export  outside  of  these 
countries  as  a  group,  before  the  processing  of  the  fall  1957  crop. 
The  Soviet  Union  reports  a  record  crop  with  sugar  production 
amounting  to  4,200,000  metric  tons,  raw  value.    On  the  other 
hand.  East  Germany  has  contracted  for  the  importation  of  40,000 
tons  from  the  West. 
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The  International  Sugar  Council  met  in  London  from  January  29 
to  31.    It  noted  that  as  of  January  25,  all  quotas  and  limitations 
on  exports  had  become  inoperative,  because  the  world  market 
price  had  averaged  over  4.00  cents  per  pound  for  seventeen  mar- 
ket days  since  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  had  been  above  that 
level  on  at  least  twelve  of  those  days.    Under  the  provisions  of 
Article  7(1)  of  the  Agreement,  participating  countries  may  notify 
the  Council  that  they  cannot  meet  their  import  requirements  from 
participating  countries  at  prices  not  exceeding  4.00  cents  and  may 
then  import  unlimited  amounts  from  non-participating  countries 
while  quotas  are  suspended. 

HOUSEHOLD  CONSUMPTION  OF  SUGAR  AND  SUGAR 
CONTAINING  PRODUCTS 


During  December  of  1956,  the  Department  issued  Report  No.  1, 
titled  "Food  Consumption  of  Households  in  the  United  States," 
containing  a  portion  of  the  data  from  the  Department's  nationwide 
survey  of  household  food  consumption  made  during  the  spring  of 
1955.    The  survey  on  which  this  report  is  based  was  made  under 
the  direction  of  the  Agricultural  Research  Service  and  the  Agri- 
cxiltural  Marketing  Service.    At  least  nine  other  reports  that 
will  cover  consumption  ajid  dietary  levels  by  geographic  regions 
are  expected  to  be  issued  based  on  this  survey.    This  first  re- 
port can  be  purchased  from  the  Superintendent  of  Documents, 
U.  S.  Government  Printing  Office,  Washington  25,  D.  C,  for 
$1.25  per  copy . 

The  accompanying  table  and  chart  present  some  of  the  data 
pertinent  to  consumption  of  sugar  and  purchased  sugar -containing 
products  included  in  this  report.    For  the  purpose  of  this  brief 
resume  consumption  of  related  products  has  been  combined  under 
one  designation  and  consumption  is  on  a  per  capita  basis  rather 
than  the  total  for  a  household  shown  in  the  ireport.    The  weight  of 
sugar-containing  products  shown  is  the  total  weight  of  the  product 
and  does  not  represent  the  sugar  content. 

This  survey  was  conducted  during  the  period  April-June  1955  and 
the  seasonality  factor  in  usage  of  some  products  such  as  soft 
drinks  would  seem  to  preclude  the  use  of  the  weekly  figures  for 
estimates  of  annual  consumption.    On  the  basis  of  the  weekly  data 
contained  in  the  report  approximately  42  pounds  of  refined  sugar 
per  capita  are  directly  consumed  in  the  home  during  a  year.  This 
amount  is  higher  thaji  most  estimates  of  household  usage  of  sugar.

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The  charts  show  the  relationship  of  the  income  of  a  household  to 
consumption  of  sugar  and  sugar -containing  products.    It  is  obvious 
that  as  the  household  income  level  increases  less  sugar  is  con- 
sumed directly  and  the  use  of  sugar-containing  products  increases. 

More  refined  sugar  was  consumed  per  capita  by  the  lowest  income 
group  where  consumption  was  39  percent  greater  than  the  low 
point  of  usage  which  was  found  in  families  with  the  highest  income. 
Consumption  of  sugar -containing  products  was  least  in  every  in- 
stance in  the  lowest  income  group  but  the  highest  per  capita  rate 
was  not  always  the  highest  income  group.    The  percentage  in- 
crease from  the  lowest  to  the  highest  rate  of  consumption  averaged 
approximately  200  percent  for  the  sugar-containing  products 
shown  other  than  jams  and  jellies  --  soft  drinks,  219  percent;  ice 
cream,  213  percent;  candy,  200  percent;  canned  fruits,  197  per- 
cent; baked  sweet  goods,  184  percent;  prepared  mixes,  172 
percent;  and  jams  and  jellies,  133  percent.    Except  for  the  two 
income  groups  with  the  high  and  low  rate  of  consumption  the 
household  use  of  purchased  jams  and  jellies  shows  practically  no 
variation.    This  is  the  only  purchased  sugar -cdntaining  product 
that  does  not  indicate  a  definite  relationship  between  level  of 
household  income  and  consumption. 


SUGAR  DELIVERIES  BY  STATES  IN  1956 

December,  fourth  quarter,     and  calendar  year  19  56  data  on  sugar 
deliveries  by  primary  distributors  by  states,  and  quarterly  data 
for  19  55  are  included  in  the  Statistical  Series  part  of  this  issue 
of  Sugar  Reports.    The  accompanying  charts  and  tables  summarizes 
deliveries  for  1956  as  compared  with  1955  and  with  the  five  year 
average  1951-1955. 

Deliveries  of  sugar  to  all  regions  increased  during  1956,  both  in 
relation  to  1955  and  to  the  preceeding  5  year  average,  reflecting 
the  upward  trend  in  sugar  consumption,  increased  consumer  stocks, 
the  international  sugar  situation,  and  during  the  fourth  quarter 
labor  difficulties  on  the  east  coast,  and  resulting  price  uncer- 
tainties.   The  increases  in  deliveries  to  the  North  Central, 
Southern  and  Western  regions  ranged  from  7  to  8  percent  over 
1955  and  11  to  13  percent  over  the  5  year  average,  to  the  New 
England  region  the  increases  were  0.7  and  1.5  percent,  respec- 
tively, and  to  the  Middle  Atlantic  region  2  and  4.2  percent.

1/  The  sum  of  the  details  may  vary  slightly  from  the  totals  shown,  due  to  rounding  of  data  for 
individvial  states  and  regions. 
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Deliveries  by  quarters  and  to  individual  states  followed  a  less 
regular  pattern  (tables  2  and  3  and  figures  2  and  3  ).    The  states 
with  a  concentration  of  sugar  using  industries  had  the  largest  in- 
creases tonnagewise,  and  in  some  instances  also  had  relatively- 
large  percentage  increases  in  receipts.    California  and  Illinois 
had  the  largest  increases  in  sugar  receipts  as  compared  with  both 
1955  and  the  5  year  average  and  ranked  fifth  and  sixth  in  percent- 
age changes  from  the  latter  period.    The  former  increased  its 
sugar  receipts  by  1,700,000  and  2,500,000  bags  and  the  latter 
state  by  1,600,000  and  2,400,000  bags.     Deliveries  to  Texas  in- 
creased 800,000  over  1955  and  1,000,000  bags  over  the  5  year 
average.    The  increased  receipts  by  10  other  states  over  1955 
and  by  13  other  states  over  the  5  year  average  exceeded  one 
quarter  million  bags,  and  in  some  of  these  states  the  increases 
exceeded  one-half  million  bags. 

The  sharpest  increases  in  1956  over  1955  occurred  in  the  fourth 
quarter.    These  increases  ranged  from  6  percent  for  the  New 
England  and  Middle  Atlantic  regions  to  22  percent  for  the  North 
Central  region.    Only  7  states  (Vermont,  Florida,  Louisiana, 
Idaho,  Nevada,  Oregon  and  Washington)  did  not  participate  in  these 
increases.    After  having  apparently  drawn  on  their  stocks  to  some 
extent  during  the  third  quarter  all  12  states  of  the  North  Central 
region  received  more  sugar  in  the  fourth  quarter  of  1956  than  in 
the  same  quarter  of  1955.    Illinois  which  decreased  its  receipts 
by  675,000  bags  from  the  third  to  the  fourth  quarter  of  1955  in- 
creased its  receipts  by  555,000  during  the  same  period  of  1956. 
The  declines  in  deliveries  from  the  third  to  fourth  quarter  1956  to 
most  of  the  other  North  Central  states  were  smaller  than  the  de- 
cline from  the  third  to  fourth  quarter  1955.    Thus,  deliveries  to 
the  North  Central  region  as  a  whole  during  that  period  in  1956  de- 
creased by  880,000  bags  as  compared  with  a  decrease  of 
3,548,000  bags  during  the  same  period  of  1955.    Much  smaller 
decreases  from  the  third  to  the  fourth  quarter  occurred  in  1956 
than  in  1955  in  the  Middle  Atlantic  and  Western  regions.  For 
more  than  one -half  of  the  states  of  the  Southern  region^/the  tonnage 
decreases  from  the  third  to  fourth  quarter  were  slightly  larger  in 
19  56  than  in  1955.    In  the  New  England  region  sugar  deliveries  in 
the  fourth  quarter  increased  by  41,000  bags  over  third  quarter  of 
19  56  as  compared  with  a  decrease  of  151,000  bags  during  the 
same  period  of  1955.

That  is  the  level  at  which  the  priority  increases  in  domestic  quotas  would 
be  filled  and  55  percent  of  the  increases  above  that  quantity  are  prorated 
to  domestic  areas  on  the  basis  of  their  quotas  at  that  point.

HIGHLIGHTS 

1.  January  1957  deliveries  of  sugar  for  United  States  consump- 
tion, 573,000  short  tons,  raw  value,  (preliminary),  down 

9.5  percent  from  January  1956.    Final  data  on  December  1956 
deliveries  661,000  short  tons;  the  previously  published  pre- 
liminary for  that  month  was  651,000  tons. 

2.  Primary  distributors '  stocks  February  2,  1957,  1,843,000 
short  tons,  raw  value,  (preliminary),  down  63,000  tons  from 
December  31,  1956  and  down  37,000  tons  from  a  year  ago. 
During  January  mainland  cane  processors'  stocks  decreased 
35,000  tons,  refiners'  stocks,  22,000  tons,  and  beet  pro- 
cessors' stocks,  19,000  tons;  stocks  of  importers  of  direct- 
consumption  sugar  increased  13,000  tons.    Mainland  cane 
processors'  stocks  down  47,000  tons,  and  refiners'  stocks

4.  Sugar  deliveries  in  December  1956  were  14  percent  larger 
than  in  November  to  the  North  Central  region  and  7  percent 
larger  to  New  England,  but  14  and  10  percent  smaller  to  the 
Middle  Atlantic  and  Southern  regions,  respectively.  De- 
liveries to  the  Western  region  in  December  were  about  the 
same  as  in  November.
